the wreck of a Jananeie junk, the winter be­ 
fore last, and brought to Macao in a Chi­ 
nese vessel. 
T heir craft had been driven by 
gales of wind out of sight of their own coast, 
and had bern for many days driving about at 
the mercy of the wind and w aves. before they 
ware picked up, and all had died from ctarva- 
tion but these three. 
They were for some 
months in charge of Mr. Uutzlatr, and from ( 
them he acquired a tolerable knowledge of 
the Japanese tongue, which resembles that 
of China. 
T he ship was to proceed direct to 
Jeddo, the capital of Japan, and would pro- 
bably touch at the Loo Chou Islands on the 
return passage. 
Al the end of August,when 
the Champlain sailed, they were hourly ex ­ 
pected back, and by the next arrival from 
Canton, you w ill probably have an account of 
the voyage, which must prove extremely in­ 
teresting. 
Should they be permitted to land, 
Mra. King, who is a daughter of Rev. Dr. 
Matthews, of your city, will probably be the 
first christian female who has ever set foot 
on the shores of Japan. 
The Morrison, which undertook this ad­ 
venturous expedition, is owned by our fellow 
citizens Messrs. Talbot, Olyphant A. Co.,who 
omit no opportunity to testify, in a practical 
way, their interest in- missionary operations.
